PARIS, Nov. 1.—With a lacerated 
head. and a broken leg, Dick Little, 
CuicaGo TRIBUNE correspondent 
wounded with the White army in front 
of Petrograd and getting only such 
medical assistance as is to be found in 
a wretched field hospital where there 
is ‘neither anaesthetic nor bandages, 
gave his first thought to getting an- 
other reporter on the job. Then his 
second thought was to appeal to gen- 
erous America for medical supplies for 
those more seriously wounded than he. 

Here’s the first direct message re- 
ceived in Paris from Little since his 
injury: 

“To Gibbons: My injuries not se- 
rious; my leg must be kept in a cast. 
Doc says skull not broken. Send Mann 
or somebody to my station. Must stay 
in hospital. Cable THe TRIBUNE Rus- 
sian hospitals need immediate help 
from America. Have no cotton, no 
chloroform, no castor oil, no alcohol, 
no lint, no bandages, no bed linen. 
Doctors and nurses most heroic. 

* LITTLE.” 

To the above message, dated via 
Reval, Oct. 31, was added a paragraph 
by Capt. Miller of the American relief, 
who stated that a telephone message 
informed him that Little had been re- 
mo to Yamburg and that he (Capt. 
Mer) had sent an ambulance and two 
men to bring Little to Reval.

“ Leaders refuse to arbitrate. So be 
it.

N onunion MenWork 
-Troops Ready for 
Any Outbreak. | 


(By the Associated Press.) 

_ Although last night found nearly all 
the nation’s vast bituminous coal fields 
closed, as a result of the miners’ strike, 
effective Friday at midhight, thou- 
sands of nonunion miners were at work 
and in scattered districts where con- 
tracts were still in force union miners 
reported as usual. Figures compiled 
by and based chiefly on union leaders’ 
claim, in many cases conceded by the 
operators, showed that 425,820 men 
were out in twenty-two states. 

In its physical aspects the strike ap- 
parently. had largely stopped produc- 
tion of soft coal, but with large non- 
union fields in Pennsylv and West 
Virginia still operating rear normal, 
and with a number of smaller, fields also 
working with union contract miners, 
the actual effect upon production could 
not be definitely stated. 

Holiday Handicaps Estimates. 

The first day of the strike was All 
Saints’ day, also Saturday, a virtual 
holiday in many mining regions, and 


inthe usual quantities, although con- 
ceding that in union flelds the strike 
was effective. 

Union leaders reported in most in- 
stances that the strike was virtually 
100 per cent effective. 

Report on Strike Numbers.

Kentucky Mines Working. 

While union mines were tied up in 
Pennsylvania, West Virginia, Illinois, 
Indiana, Iowa, and other important 
fields, about half of Kentucky’s 40,000 
miners remained at work. That fact 
was accounted for by the fact that the 
miners and operators of the west Ken- 
tucky field signed an a2reement about 
six weeks ago providing against a 
strike. 

The most unusual situation was that 
in Utah, where the majority of the 
miners were reported still at work. 
That condition resulted from confiict- 
ing instructions to the miners. John 
H. McLennan, Utah representative of 
the union, called off the strike and later 
rescinded his order. Many miners 
were evidently confused. Reports, 
however, indicated that about 1,000 
were on strike. i 


Active in Colorado. 

In Colorado, the Colorado Fuel and 
Iron company had five mines operating 
in one district, it was announced. But 
the company made no attempt to op- 
erate in the Trinidad district. 

North Dakota’s 1,500 lignite miners 
remained at work. 

Only 920 of the 4,800 miners of New 
Mexico were on strike. 

Coal operators in Oklahoma, where 
the tieup was complete, said _ their 
mines were held in readiness fer opera- 
tion as ordered by the government. 

Frank Farrington, Illinois district 
president, announced all of the 90,000 
miners of the state were idle. 

While a few of the larger mines in 
Alabama were in operation, operators 
did not deny the claim of union lead- 
ers that about 23,000 men, or 90 per 
cent of their men, were on strike. 

West Virginia coal operators asserted 
that operation in that state today was 
50 per cent of normal. 

Troops on Duty. 

A few thousand federa! troops and 
state guardsmen either were on spe- 
cial duty in connection with the strike 
of soft coal miners or were on the move 
or awaiting entrainment orders tonight 
at the end of the first day of the walk- 
out. 

Seizure of cok] in transit was begun 
at many points in Michigan, including 
Detroit, Saginaw, and Bay City, under 
orders of the railroad administration. 
This was done, officials said, “ as a pre- 
cautionary measure,” so the needs of

Shipmen ts of 
Coal to Local 


Chicago coal yards will receive no 
further shipments of coal until the fed- 
eral government says so. 

A ban on delivery of thousands of 
carloads either en route or now in 
Chicago railroads yards to the con 
signees, was ordered yesterday by the 
fuel administration and was enforced 
by representatives of the roads. 

Visions of coal distribution to house- 
holders by the card basis were called 
forth by a statement by T. W. Proctor, 
named by Regional Director R. H. 
Aishton as head of the new regional 


distribution. 


Supply Empty Bins First. 

“ Bituminous coal will be distributed 
only to those consumers who have no 
reserve supply,” he said. “ Application 
to this committee for delivery of coal 
to commercial consumers must be 
made through the railroad which will 
make delivery of coal. 

“ Distribution will be made by this 
committee under the following order of 
priority: 

“ Railroads, army and navy and de- 
partments of the federal government, 
State and city departments and institu- 
tions, public utilities, retail dealers, 
manufacturing plants, jobbers, lake 
and tidewater.” 

Retail coalyards in Chicago have an 
average of fifteen days’ supply, it was 
estimated. Private bins, on the aver- 
age, hold but a ten days’ supply. 

7,500 Cars in Transit. 
| The four big coal carrying roads, the 
Illinois Central,the Chicago and East- 
ern Illinois, the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy, and the Chicago and Alton, 
have nearly 7,500 cars in transit, ail of

Manufacturers’ association reported

The Commonwealth Edison company 
announced that it had a fifty day sup-

, Association Statement. 

John M. Glenn, secretary of the Ili- 
nois Manufacturers’ association, issued 
the following statement:

The deep earthen pie dish used for 
the pie of the picture, the pastry for 
which was made with two cups of flour, 
has an inside measurement of eight 
and one-fourth inches at the top. 

The making of a crust is a nice art, 
as everybody knows. It is all very 
well to talk about cutting the fat, one- 
half cup, into the two cups of flour, 
with which two teaspodhs of baking 
powder has been sifted, but to cut it 
in so that the whole seems like the 
fine sand requires a good deal of prac- 
tice. To rub it in quickly with nice, 
cool fingers is quicker and surer. When 
it is in this condition make a little 
well in the middle and pour in the wa- 
ter gradually, stirring it in until all 
the flour and fat has been taken up 
and it is stiff enough to knead. is 
means that the water must be ‘added 
with great care.

If you have a dish 
of the same size as the one used you 
can turn this down on the paste and 
cut out a piece to fit. There will then 
be no temptation to pull the top to one 
side or the other, and you can cut 
prettier patterns with air holes. Wet 
the edges of the lining crust with cold 
water and fasten this top crust on it, 
pressing it and binding it by some 
fancy work along the edge with the 
back of a case oe or a special uten- 
sil. 

The top of the nee in the picture 
has a sort of wreath, with open places 
for the steam for the leaves. I useda 
small plate to mark the circle, about 
half way in on the crust, and then with 
a pointed knife cut in toward the line, 
trying to leave the opening far enough 
from the circle so that the crust in 
rising would not break it.

AMERICAN FOREIGN POLICY. 


of party government make almost impossible. The 
British democracy has accomplished a foreign pol 
icy because the situation of Great Britain and the 


-. gharacter of its empire have compelled the de 


velopment of an informed sense of international 
forces and because in obedience to the law of self: 
preservation the British democracy has placed for- 
eign policy in great measure above party politics. 
It is true, changes of government fiave brought 
changes of action in this field and parties have 
differed theoretically as to principle. But in the 
main these differences have been of emphasis and 
of method rather than of essential purpose, and 
“manifest destiny ” has worked pretty consistently 
in the history of British foreign policy toward 

Our problem is much more difficult. We have 
no governing class to which our foreign policy 
can be consigned, and which, rising above 
party or other distinctions, may be depended upon 
to evolve out of broad considerations of national 
advantage a consistent course of action surviving 
changes in administration and withstanding the 
violent but superficial fluctuations of popular feel- 
ing. In proportion as our politics is responsive to 
the popular will it is going to be shortsighted, im- 
pulsive, inconsistent, self<defeasive. We must ac 
cept this as a permanent handicap in foreign af- 
fairs which will tell heavily against us at times | 
Yet if we cannot hope for the momentum and so- 
lidity which such a system as Japan’s gives her for- 
eign policy or such consistency and drive as British 
policy contrives to sustain under another system, 
we ought at least to try to diminish our handicap. 
During the last two or three decades, years so full 
of change in our international situation, our for. 
eign policy has resembled a child’s shingle sailboat 
blown hither and thither on a mill pond. We have 
had the “open door” and it has been closed in our 
face; the integrity of China, and we assent to the 
virtual amputation of a member. We have had 
intervention in Santo Domingo and Haiti and Nica- 
ragua, nonintervention with invasion in Mexico. 
We have had the taking of Hawaii and Porto Rico, 
of Samoa, Guam, and the Canal Zone, and the pro- 
gressive relinquishment of the Philippines. And 
now we are guaranteeing a drastic rearrangement 
of Burope, moving mysteriously in Russia and Si- 
beria, acquiring without national consideration or 
convictions the most serious responsibilitics and 
the resentment of all concerned.. 

How are we to evolve and preserve a consistent 


‘ egourse of policy? Our diplomatic service is an ap- 


pendage of party politics. Its highest places are 
compliments or rewards. But this is mere machin- 
ery. It can be bettered, but only when public 
opinion interests itself intelligently in our foreign 
relations—which it will not do till it realizes that 
they are of first rank importance to us. 
Perhapsourentrance into a league of nations will 
catch and fix American thought, and we may then 
hope that universities and schools will deal more 
“mciently with thé subject matter of our foreign 
relations. The press, too, may leave its intense 
insularity and deign to inform itself and the read- 
ing public in this field. There is no other road to 
intelligible action in foreign affairs, and the sooner 
we set out upon it the better. Our present con- 
dition is perilous. We are in danger of foreclosing 
our future ror sneer inability to make up our 
minds, and we are unable to make up our minds 


' for lack of knowledge. Take the Shantung ques- 
. tion.

WE NEVER LEARN. 


Col. Henry J. Reilly gave the senate committee 
on military affaires the reasons of an intelligent and 
trained American army officer for the adoption 
of universal service, for national defense, security, 
and well being. They were sound, as the argu- 
ments for this system are, complete and ought 
to be convincing. Will they and other arguments 
convince? That depends whether there is in the 
congressional composition anything that permits 
conviction in military matters. 

There is enough doubt about it to make the 
question a serious one. We learned in the war 
that we had to have universal servica We 
learned that we could not mobilize an army in a 
year. We learned that supremacy in the air makes 
possible victory on the land. We learned that 
gas must be fought with gas. 


Now there is opposition In congress to the de 
velopment by the United States of gas warfare 
because some congressmen think that gas war is 
not a nice kind of war to wage. A possible enemy 
is beyond the range of their influence, but Ameri- 
can troops are within it and they would put such 
troops as they can control out of commission. 
These troops happen to be our troops. That is 
one lesson of the war which we seem willing to 
forget as rapidly as possible. 

We went to war in April, 1917, and the American 
army was not im its first really responsible and 
effective service until September, 1918, a year and 
a half after going to war, and the army was still 
green, although it could and dia fight well. Dur- 
ing that year and a half we had been raising troops 
to defend the country. Our allies were between us 
and the enemy and we were given time. The delay 
was perilous enough as it was. Without allies be 
tween us and the enemy it would have been fatal 

We learned this and now @em determined that 
we shall return to the condition in which we were 
before the lesson was taught. Universal service 
offers the only means by which we can have an, 
army in being without becoming militaristic and 
that army, to be effective, must have organization 
and plans, depots, and means of communication 
which will make it available. Do we intend to have 
none of these, having been given such a lesson in 
the necessity of having them? 

Senator Wadsworth tells the senate committee 
on military affairs that this nation, having seen 
the importance of air service and having wasted 
millions in money and much in life in trying to 
develop this service in war, is now complacently 
going back to nothing. We have only three 
effective air squadrons. These planes will be obso- 
lete within eighteen months and it will take the 
United States twenty-five years to overtake Great 
Britain and France in the development of aviation. 
Here again we learned in the most costly fashion 
and now are quite ready to ignore the lesson.

LAST RELIC OF MONARCHISMN. 
(North American Review.] 

There is no wiser nor more prudent provision of the 
American constitution than that which discriminates 
between the respective functions of the coirdinate 
departments of the government, and tn doing so defi- 
nitely establishes the proper powers and duties of the 
president. It will be remembered that there was more 
deliberation and discussion concerning the presidency 
than on most other topics in the constitution, the 
dangers being that on the one hand he would be too 
much of a monarch, and on the other that he would be 
too much the mere tool of . There was gen- 
eral satisfaction in the result, a belief that a 
happy medium had been secured between the two ex- 
tremes; so that the status of the president has since 
been regarded as one of the best achievements of the 
constitution makers, and has been envied and emw 
lated in other republics of subsequent organization. 
It would be regrettable now to have that fine achieve- 
ment marred by the injudicious zeal of hero wor- 
shipers. 

The difference between a monarchy and a demoo- 
racy is not so much in name and form as in spirit, 
and the spirit that would make one man supreme over 
many, that would prefer the judgment and authority 
of a single officer to those of the numerous directly 
and more recently elected representatives of the peo- 
ple, is not the spirit of democracy, but of monarchy. 
}It is the last relic of monarchism, which may indeed, 
as Cartyle said, forever exist, but which, for the wel- 
fare of the republic, should be held in academic abey- 
ance and never be permitted to sway the judgment of 
men or to determine the destinies of the nation.

All others 
stay where they are getting by the sea- 
son of closed windows, hot rooms and 
smoky outside air as best they can. A 
part of the increase in sickness in win- 
ter is due to the condition of the outside 
air. 
/ The air is polluted by smoke to the 
maximum degree. There are many days 
when the sun shines red or fails to be 
visible. Winter is the season of fogs and 
cloudy skies. The hours of daylight are 
few. But this is only a part of the ex- 
planation. The greater part is bound 
up with inside conditions. 


Just why sickness should increase 
whenever people are housed no scientist 
has ever worked out. Just why there 
should be an increase in colds, bronchi- 
tis and pneumonia has not been definite- 
ly proved. No scientist has found any 
way to determine what are the effects of 
bad ventilation continued for four or five 
months, meaning those subtle effects that 
cannot be felt or measured in any way at 
the end of a few hours or a few days 
spent in a badly ventilated room. 

When we come to the more immediate 
effects it is possible to speak with more 
of certainty. In fact most of the points 
formerly in controversy have been 
cleared up within the last ten years. 

Very naturally the first conception of 
the cause of harmfulness of bad air was 
that it was some sort of a mysterious 
miasm. in 1674 when Mayow pro- 
posed this explanation it was the cus- 
tom to attribute almost every unpleas- 
ant condition to some mysterious some- 
thing loosened by some evil spirit. 


Acording to Reed, who writes in the 
American Journal of Public Health, 


chambers they died because they used up 
all the nitro aerial spirit and they filled 
the air with noxious vapors. Even this 
is an improvement over the day when 
St. George felt compelled to slay a dra- 
gon whose pestilential breath was de- 
stroying the Britis.. people. 

The school physiologies up to very re- 
cent times told of the deaths from car- 
bonie poisoning fn the Black Hole of Cal- 
cutta, and of how there and in some 
other places of catastrophe the persons 
near the floor died first and those high- 
er up followed as fast as the layer of 
carbonic acid mounted. Leonard Hill 
put men in air tight glass cages and left 
them there for hours. They were com- 
fortable and happy so long as the tem- 
perature was kept down and the air was 
kept in circulation in the cage. 

French and, more recently, American 
observers claimed that human beings 
made poisons which were exhaled in the 
breath. Many chemists tried to find the 
poisoneus chemicals which the French- 
men claimed were present in the breath. 
‘uj y fafled to find them. 

Then came two Americans who claimed 
the reason for the failure of other chem- 
ists to discover the poison of the »'rench 
&.entists was the use of tests that were 
too coarse. The Americans made use 
of a new test and confirmed the opinion 
of the Frenchmen. 

Later other scientists upset the findings

Certainly human beings 
be comfortable with air which con- 
tains 10 per cent less than the normal 
amount of oxygen. Seldom is ventila- 
tion so poor that the occupants of the 
room keep the oxygen of the air 10 per 
cent below normal! level 

Then oxygen hunger is not the cause 
of the harm done by bad ventilation. The

10,000 of carbonic acid. 

Then excess of carbonic. acid is not the 
souree of harm. The percentage of car- 
bonic acid is now recognized as the 
yardstick by which foulness of air is 
measured and not as the source of harm. 
Then if no harmful poison has been 
found in expired air, if the harmfulness 
of foul air is not due to its small pro- 
portion of oxygen or its high propor- 
tion of carbonic acid, to what is it due? 

The proof is incontestable that improper 
conditioning of air is a, course of harm. 
By improper conditioning we mean air 
that is too hot or too cold, too wet or 
too dry, too still or too draughty, or 
too dirty. The proper temperature de- 
pends on the occupation of the inmates 
of the ventilated rooms. 

If the inmates are engaged in sedentary 
work the temperature should range be- 
tween 60 and 70. If it goes over 70 
harm is done, sometimes quickly, some- 
times slowly, sometimes plainly, some- 
times subtly. 

If the occupants are engaged in active 
physical labor the temperature should 
be somewhere betwen 48 and 65, de 
pendent on conditions. A temperature 
that is too uniform is harmful. On the 
other hand, one that fluctuates through 
several degrees during the working 
hours makes for health. 

“The relative humidity should be in the 
neighborhood of 50, while 70 is nearer 
the theoretic optimum; in practice the. 
lower humidity is better. Both high 
and low humidities are harmful. 

It has been found that the essential 
which in olden times was most over- 
looked was draft. The outstanding fea- 
ture of Leonard Hill’s experiments was 
the use he made of fans. He found 
that men could stand great extremes 
of temperature and humidity if they 
were well provided with electric fans. 

The air might be ever so bad, but 
the. man experimented on could work 
comfortably and efficiently so long as 
the fan was playing on him. The hot- 
test, foulest, wettest air is that which 
lies next to the skin. 

By using a fan to drive this air away 
and replace it with a fresh layer he 
adds greatly to his comfort. On the 
other hand, if the air currents are too 
strong, and particularly if the drafts 
are cold, some of the occupants will 
complain. The cleaner the air the more 
healthful it is, but there are some forms 
of dust that are very harmful, while 
others are far leas so.

spoiler. When these opposing forces are dumped into the 
controversial melting pot, liberally seasoned with hate 
and distemper, something must explode. The unidn is the 
underdog, and the employer does not face starvation to- 
morrow if he does not work today, therefore reason and 
logic give way to cunningly devised interpretation. Poll- 
tics, religion and economics are dotted here and there 
with charlatans and intrigue, and when these forces arise 
to the occasion the mob follows the bellweather. Labor 


of capital, and capital is absolutely opposed to labor dic- 
tation. If either succeeds in establishing its interpreta- 
tion of @ disputed section or paragraph it may encourage 
still further misconstruction of other features. Whether 
these arguments are founded upon truth or friction they 
are effective, the contract is declared abrogated, and where 
conscientious conciliation should have prevailed, distrust 
and enmity are the ruling incentive to charges of unfaith- 
fulness and dishonor. 

The standing of contracts in the courts has never been 
clearly decided. A majority of decisions handed down 
cover questions involving the boycott, picketing and the 
Sympathetic strike. In many cases the charge has been 
made that decisions have been rendered, based upon the 
sympathetic leanings of the judge. A judge will cite a 
precedent on which he bases his decision against the 
legality Of a contract, and while he may disavow preju- 
dice in his decision, and although he may be honest 
in his contention, the doubt remains that the decision he 
quotes as his authority may have been the result of a 
bitter prejudice or sympathetic leaning. Environment has 
as great influence on a judge as any man. If his associa- 
tions are aristocratic, if he knows nothing of the struggle 
against poverty and adverse conditions of life, he must, 
naturally, be aristocratic rather than plebian in his sym- 
pathies. On the other hand, a judge who graduates from 
the work bench will be inclined to apply the law without 
fear or favor—upon rich and poor alike—based upon the 
law. A careful study of the judge and his rulings will, in 
cases involving labor disputes, substantiate this belief. . 

* 
: EITHER labor nor capital appear to desire the, legal- 
N ity of contracts settled definitely. The lower courts 
continue fo make contrary decisions and there they 
rest. Injunctions have traveled the thorny path from 
justice shops to supreme courts and then sent back for 
retrial because of a technicality. In law, as applied by 
many judges, who express an opinion, coercive contracts 
are admitted to be without standing and of no force. 
Voluntary contracts, where both parties seek to bind 
each other to the performance of obligations, will prob- 
ably continue to be a subject of controversy until a case 
of sufficient importance to warrant an authoritative set- 
tlement is carried to the highest court of the land for a 
decision. | 

In the Des Moines street car strike, Judge DeGraff 
considered the contract legal and of such binding force 
that the union was peremptorily ordered to fulfill its part 
by returning to work and the street car company was 
arbitrarily compelled to reinstate an employé accused of 
dishonesty. 4ood and welfare of the public at large rather 
than the legality of the contract may have influenced 
this drastic action. If the dispute had been between a 
manufacturing concern and the union with the public not 
‘30 tmmediately interested, the fudge might have viewed 
the matter in a different light. As a question involving 
public comfort the union, the company and the public at 
large accepted the decision without question. 

Between a manufacturing concern and a union a 
breach of contract should be a matter for civil action. An 
injunction merely adds more complications to an already 
overburdened subject. A’criminal action should apply to 
violence and disorder. 

In 1906 the International Printing Pressmen’s union of- 
ficials signed a contract with the United Typothet= agree- 
ing to work a nine hour day until Jan. 1, 1909. The mem- 
bership repudiated the agreement and struck in vareres 
cities for an eight hour day. In an application by the 
Cincinnati typothete for an injunction restraining the 
union from s , Judge Thompson of the U. S. federal 
court, in denying the plea, said: ; 

“The agreement made by the officers of the union pro- 
viding for a nine hour day does not bind the rank and 
file of the union to work nine hours, but only to work 
nine hours ff they work at all.” — 

Judge Holdom, of the Cook county superior court, in an 


brought by the typothetae, said: 

“Both the closed shop and the eight hour day are 
unlawful when it is attempted to coerce the employer to 
enter _ato it against his will. The U. S. supreme court 
held that the sovereign power of the state of New York 
could not force an eight hour day upon the employer, 
and what the sovereign.power of the state cannot do 
cannot be done by any other power.” 

NCORPORATION of unions and employers’ associations 

would solve the legality of contracts. Unions , however, 

are opposed to incorporating. As incorporated bodies 
they become amenable to legal supervision and restrictions | 
that are undesirable from a union point of view. Union 
fighters, who have little respect for law as applied to 
themselves, could legislatively seize such an opportunity | 
to effectually strangle unionism under the anti-trust laws. 
If not effective now they would endeayor to have laws 
passed making them so. 

There have been some incorporated organizations, 
notably the hatters of Dunbury and the Franklin press- 
feeders of Chicago. In both these cases incorporating gave 
the employers the advantage which proved the unions’ 
undoing. Under incorporation, with no unseen complica- 
tions arising, the legality of contracts would be a definite, 
businesslike agreement, with weight and binding force. 
As long as associations continue as voluntary organiza- 
tions, without responsibilities of record, contracts are 
merely “gentlemen’s agreements,” with nothing at stake 
except personal honor and a reputation for integrity. 

With all the conflicting arguments regarding contracts 
—morally and legally—and with no standing or probable 
solution in the courts except ‘through civil action, in which 
event each'case must necessarily be settled upon its in- 
dividual merits—with standard of honor on both sides 
ranging in degrees depending upon the individual con- 
ception of honor and conscience—a logical solution would 
be depositing of forfeits. The natural tendency of man-

A tiny volume, like a lovely pebble on the beach, worn smooth 
by the poundings of hours of glorified sorrow, it is the simple record of one 
man's life and death told by the man who was nearest to him in life and 
whose brotherhood is shared in death by all of the comrades of this man, 
of whom it can be proudly said that he was a soldier and a gentleman, 


Among those who came back, members of that new American aristocracy, 


is one who held in his hand the other day a copy of Roy Baldridge’s “I Was 
There” [Putnams], that volume of cartoons from thé Stars and Stripes by 
its official artist, himself a soldier and a gentleman. To thousands of us who 
watched at home the moving picture of America in the war as it was recorded 
by the Stars and Stripes, Roy’s work seemed a real and true and fine thing. 
And to those of us who knew Roy and his uncompromising fidelity to truth, 
But even an artist is fallible and I wondered 
what a real soldier would say of them. And this real soldier, this real gen- 
tleman said: “There isn’t a false line in the whole book. That man there— 
I have seen men fall just that way, with that queer shoving motion. The 
little 16 year old volunteer—he was found in that very position, with his gun 
in his hand, and at the crossroads which he was guarding they found twenty 
dead Germans. That was our gun position in the days when we fired from 
dugouts, and there to the life is the man who fired the first shot I was 
there——” and that is the secret of the power of the book. Every man who 
was there will be there again in its pages, and he will take with him those 
of us who could not be there, for it is an absolutely true record, which, unless 
I am a false prophet, will take a place in history beside official reports and 
government photographs.

ARIS, Cet. 16.—France has just glorified America’s 
part in winning the world war by laying the corner- 
stone of a great monument to commemorate the 
arrival of the first American troops. It is the replica of 
‘Bartholdi’s Statue of Liberty in New York harbor. The 
date of the ceremony was the one hundred and sixty- 
second anniversary of@Lafayette’s birth and the fifth annt 
versary of the first battle of the Marne. ° 
The site of the monument is the same Pointe-de-Grave, 
fh the mouth of the Gironde, from which Lafayette sailed 
in 1777 and which was the first point of land seen by the 
vanguard of the American army in 1917. 
But while the name and address of every American sol- 
dier sailing for France (or ready to sail) will echo through 
the halls of fame, with exact spelling—thanks to our sta- 
tisticals and the admirable new C. R. O.—for future gen- 
erations to puint back with pride in their ancestors, so 
imoime is known about the members of that other, earlier

Tradition says it was rather large. For example, it is 


known that fifty young officers waited at San Sebastien 


‘to join the “ Victoire” and were “ordered to” pass back 
into France by formal orders of the king. But Lafayette 
himself, arriving in the ship at San Sebastien or Pasajes, 
found similar orders of the king awaiting him “to pass on 
to Marseilles "—and we know that he did not do it. How 
many of those Pasajes-San Sebastien boys went with him 
on the quiet? 

Now, just before the war, five American families claim- 
ing descent from one David Louis, es, Levas, or even 
Lopes, as modified in Europe, and Levis, Levin, Lewis, or 
Lewin, according to the American variants, had the tradi- 
tion that Dave followed Lafayette from Metz—where the 
Knights of Columbus are erecting a Lafayette statue to 
recall his resignation from the garrison of that city to offer 
his sword to America.

They indicate that in past 
ages the water stood higher than it 
does at present. 
Wave terraces are totally absent on 
the moon. There is not a trace of one 
to be found anywhere. Many craters 
have a level floor, suggesting at first 
sight a level water bed, but on closer 


examination it turns out to be hardened, 


lava. 

The moon has no atmosphere, With- 
out air water cannot condense on such 
a small globe as the moon is. As fast 
as the water was liberated from the 
rocks by the explosions of the volca- 
noes it escaped and left the moon for- 
ever. 

Our satellite today is a parched and 
barren desert, with no air and no wa- 


ter and no hope, in all eternity, for life.
